Not the least valuable way o f sizing up our own re­ 
em ployment program is to have an occasional look at the 
things other nations are doing to solve the same problem.

On April 1 the Nazi government begins a new assault 
on unemployment which will have the result <>! making 
every person under 25 a unit in a rigully state-controlled 
labor scheme. 
All jobs for persons under 25 will be at 
he disposal 
of the state. 
A young per on holding a job will be re­ 
quired to place his services at the dispo-al <-t the Ntat<* 
labor *er\ice. 
This organization will have the power to 
send him to work on a farm, to toil oti a construction pro» 
ject, or to enroll in a labor « amp.
